DUDLEY BUCK 
Dr. Dudley Buck of Birchwood 
Rd.,No. Wilmington passed away 
jom May 21, a victim of virus 
Pneumonia, He was 32 years old 
and an assistant professor of 
electronic engineering at Mass 
Institute of Technology. 

He recently developed the 
tiny cryotron while working at 
MIT with the Lincoln Labora- 
tories and the Arthur D.Little 
Co. of Cambridge. The device, 
used in place of transistors 
and vacuum tubes in computers, 
enabled engineers to reduce 
the room size computers to 
that of a suitcase. 

Born in San Francisco in 
1927, Dr. Buck was a graduate 
of Washington State University 
and had served with the Navy 
as a Communications Officer. 
He began his graduate studies 
at MIT in 1950 and remained at 
college as research assistant 
and instructor and assistant 
professor. In 1950 he received 
his Master of Science degree 
and in 1958 his doctorate. 

Dr. Buck was given the 
Browder J. Thompson Memorial 
Award by the Institute of 
Radio Engineers in 1957. 

He served for some time as 
chairman of the W. 
Schoo] Committee and was a 
former scoutmaster and lay 
speaker in the Wilmington 
Methodist Church. 

Besides his wife, Jacqueline 
Dr.Buck leaves three children, 
Douglas, Carolyn and David. He 
is also survived by his sister 
Virginia Schick of Sacremento, 

Funeral services were held 
on Sunday at 1:30 p.m. at the 
Wilmington Methodist Church 
with Rev.Maxfield officiating. 
Interment took place in 
Purnace Village Cemetery in 
Easton where committa] prayers 
were read by Rev. Harding.
